NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—A _ perplexing 
situation today faced the bankers and 
financiers who are trying to straighten 
out the affairs of the Mercantile Nation- 
al Bank and to divorce it completely 
from any association with F. Augus- 
tus Heinze, its former president. 

With the resignations of its entire 
Board of Directors in the hands of the 
Clearing-house, that institution appeared 
to contro] the situation and was com- 
mitted to the task of putting the bank 
on a firm footing. For this purpese nine 
Clearing-house banks had promised to 
contribute $200,000 each to tide the Mer- 
cantile Bank over any distress which it 
might encounter as a result of the sus- 
pension of Otto Heinze & Co, and F. 
Augustus Heinze’s desire to re-establish 
that firm. 

Ridgely Wants Full Rein. 
Public interest in the situation lay in 
the action to be taken by Comptroller of 
the Currency William B. Ridgely. whose 
acceptance of the presidency of the Mer- 
cantile was still in some doubt. It was 
understood early today that Mr. Ridge- 
iy’s decision depended upon whether he 
would be allowed a free hand in reor- 
ganizing the bank and whether he 
would secure the support of men whom 
he desired to back him in the task. 

The Clearing House Committee held a 
meeting today to consider the affairs of 
the Mercantile National Bank. Tt was 
reported that there was a hitch in the 
arrangements as to the bank’s future, 
due, it was said, to a refusal of Charles; 

Morse and his friends to censider 
their resignations from the directorate 
as permanent.

_ ASCHER HAD APPEALED TO MAYOR WELLS. 

It developed today that. Ascher, after his bills had been held up by the 
Public Improvements Committee of the House, of which Warner is chair- 
man, went to Mayor Wells and reported that an effort was being made to hold 
him up for money, and that the Mayor requested that the police court suit 
instituted against Ascher by the Building Department be continued, pending 
an investigation. 

The Circuit Attorney said today that he would have the business agent of 
the House called as the first witness before the grand jury Monday, when it 
meets to continue its investigation. Mr. Sager said that he would investigate 
not only the garage bribery, but would probe the hold-up and killing of the 
asphalt paving bills, and the alleged attempt of the agent of the House of 
Delegates to do business with the Union Electric Light and Power Co. 


ASCHER’S ‘STORY OF DEAL WITH WARNER. 


“T was at the House of Delegates last night with the $500,” said Ascher 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I met Warner in the hallway outside the office 
of the Clerk of the House of Delegates. I mentioned the bargain to him and 
told him I had the money with me. Two men came along and Warner said: 

“Don’t talk so loud. They might hear you. They’re newspaper men.’ 

“Then I asked Warner who I would give the money to. He said he would 
show me. He went inside and after a while another man came out of the 
room and walked past me up the hallway. Warner pointed to the man walking 
up the hallway and indicated to me that he was the man I should pay the 

money to. . 

“The man turned into the toilet room at the end of the hall. I followed 
him in and asked him if he was the man Mr. Warner sent to get the money. 
He said he was and I gave it to him. Then I went back into the house cham- 
ber and pointed cut this man to the detectives. He proved to be Priesmeyer. 
I didn’t know him. I never saw him before. The detectives then arrested 
both him and Warner. I saw the arrests and went over to Mr. Sager’s office. 

“I faced both Warner and Priesmeyer there, but there was no quarrel 
between us. Warner acted very gentlemanly. He didn’t say anything to me. 
He just stared at me. Priesmeyer didn’t say anything to me, either. 

THINKS HE DID A SERVICE TO THE CITY. 

“That’s all I can say. I’m glad I did what I did. I think I did a service 
to the city, and I hope what I did will help to break the power Warner says 
he and his combine have. My bill has now passed the House and I am going 
to try to get it passed by the Council.” 

Ascher looks to be about thirty-five years old, possibly a little older. 
He is tall and slender. His features are sharp. He told the foregoing story 
with considerable reluctance. He seemed nervous over his experience, but said 
no threats had reached him from the “gang” in the House. He said he js de- 
termined to prosecute the cases against Warner and Priesmeyer. 

Telling of his experience with the House of Delegates leading up to the 
dramatic scene of last night, Ascher said Warner once said to him: 

“We've got the city by the neck. We can do what we please. We don’t 
care what the newspapers say about us. We've held up those asphalt 
puving bills and we'll noli up anything else we want to hold up.” 

Ascher explained that Warner made this particular comment to im- 
rress upon him (Ascher) the power of himself and the combine of 


house members he represented. Ascher was pleading with Warner as 


chairman of the House Committee on Fublic Improvements to report. his 
bill favorably. Warner not only refused to do this until paid a specified 


price, Ascher sayg, but remarked in explanation of his attitude: 

“Do you think a man spends two or three thousand dollars to he 
elected to the House of Delegates and then is satisfied to get only $25 a 
month ?”’ 

Ascher has a hardware store at 5011 Delmar boulevard. He lives 
above the store. In the rear of his hardware store is a large one- 
story building with a flooring of cement. A number of automobiles are 
in this structure. 

“Tt use that now for an automobile repair shop,’ Ascher said to the 
reporter. “I want to operate a garage there. This I can not do without 
an ordinance from the Municipal Assembly... I made up my mind last July 
to apply for an ordinance. I made a mistake in not going to Dwight Da- 
vis, who represents this ward. 

“T happened to mention it to Mr. Vollmer, a builder I know, and he 
said he knew Mr. Stannard of the House of Delegates well and that Mr. 
Stannard would take care of the matter for me, he thought. Vollmer went 
to Mr. Stannard and he introduced the bill. I never saw Mr. Stannard at 
all. Shortly after the bill was introduced, in July, Mr. Vollmer told me 
Mr. Stannard had done all he could, but it was now up to Mr. Warner, and 
I would have to see him. ' 

CALLED ON WARNER SEVERAL TIMES, 

“Of course, I went to see him. I went to his saloon in North st. bouis. 
I went there several times. He acted very nicely towards me, but gave me 
little satisfaction. Finally I gathered frem him that he did not intend to report 
the bill unless I did something more than ask him to do it and call at his 
saloon. 

“When I pressed him to Know just what he wanted to nave the bill re- 
perted and. passed, hé said: 

“‘Oh, I'll send a man out to see yeu and you can make arrangements 
with him.’ 

“A few days later @ young man entered my place and said he came from 
Mr. Warner. Of course, he didn't leave his name. He seemed to be about 
twenty-eight years old. He was smvooth-faced and weighed about 160 pounds. 
He had on a brown shirt and his coat was thrown over his arm, the weather 
at the time being quite warm. 

“THe didn’t look like 4 lawyer and he didn’t say he was a lawyer, but he 
said if I'd hire him as my ceunse: he could get the bill through for $1000. 
I told him I'd have nothing to do with him, and he sneaked out like he 


came in, 

‘“T still wanted my garage ordinance, however, and I went to see Warner 
again. It was then he told me of his power and the power of his combine 
and how they had the city by the neck. I saw I would have to agree to pay 
him to get the ordinance. The last time I saw him was on Friday of last week. 
The price was agreed on and I promised to be on hand with the money at the 
House ef Delegates meeting last night. 

‘“T was not actuated by any motive in the matter other than to do the 
city a service and break up this combine that bragged about having the city 
by the throat. I saw what I had to do and I went ahead and did it. I went 
to the proper parties. I 0g: t tell you just what I said and did, because Mr. 
Sager told me not to talk.

Collector Says He Was Told 
to Let Merchants’ Cus- 
tomers Alone. 


The trial of the suit of the State 
against the Merchants’ Ice and Coal Co., 
for the collection of penaities aggregat- 
ing $124,700 for alleged violation of the 
anti-trust laws, came.to an end in Judge 
McDonald’s court Saturday in a mis- 
trial. Circuit Attorney Sager was given 
leave to amend his petition. 

Under the pleadings on which the case 


went to trial, Mr. Sager relied on the 
allegation that the defendant company 
entered into a consr'acy with other 
companies on Feb. li, 1903, to increase 
and control the price of ice. Subsequent 
meetings were also alleged, not as in 
themselves constituting conspiracy, but 
as belng in furtherance of the alleged 
agreement ef 1903. 

It was plain at the close of the State’s 
case, Friday evening, that the Circuit 
Attorney, through the failure of wit- 
nesses to testify as they were expected 
to, had not proven that a meeting had 
been held in 1903 and an agreement en- 
tered into. He had, however, adduced 
proof of subsequent meetings. 

Inasmuch as he had definitely pleaded 
his reliance on an alleged agreement uf 
103, his proof cencerning the subse- 
quent meetings was unavailing. He 
can use the preof by alleging in an 
amended petition that the offense was of 
a subsequent gate. He asked leave to 
amend and Judge McDonald granted it. 
A mistrial was ordered and the jury was 
discharged. 

There Will Be Another Trial. 

The difficulty under which the Circuit 
Attorney labored was the reluctance 
and evasiveness of his witnesses an: 
their failure, in some instances, to make 
the same statements that they had made 
out of court. 

After he has so amended his petition 
as to allege unlawfui acts at later dates 
there will be another trial. :

POLICE HOUR IN 
ATAL BATTL 
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New Orleans Blacks Fire or 
Bluecoat Squad From ss 
Barricade. 





NEW ORLEANS, (Ctct. 19.—Routed by 
flames after they had defied the police, 
one of whom was killed and several 
more wounded, a party of six negroes 
was arrested here early this morning 
after one had been shot. 

It was a pitched battle between the 
blacks, barricaded in a house, and the 
police, who were forced to secure rein- 
forcements and then fire the negroes’ 
fort before driving them from cover. S« 
strong was the negroes’ fire that the 
dead body of Patrolman Cambion could 
not be recovered until after the negroes 
surrendered. 

The trouble started in front of the 
Second German Presbyterian Church ai 
Claiborne and Anette streets, when sev- 
eral negroes became boisterous. 

Patrolman Is Killed. 

Patrolman Cambion, who attempte:] 
to arrest them, was killed. The negroes 
ran to a nearby house, which they bar- 
ricaded. With shotguns, revolvers and 
razors they awaited the police, a few 
of whom gathered quietly and stormed 
the house. Sergeant Wheatley was mor- 
tally wounded and Patrolman Wenck 
and Corporal J. W. Dunn received seri- 
ous wounds. 

Negroes Masters for Hour. 

For more than an hour the negroes 
were the masters of the neighborhood, 
while the police collected a force of 
twenty-five men to renew the attack. 

This larger squad surrounded the 
house so that no one could escape and 
after finding that threats and shooting 
were of no avail, set fire to a fence be- 
hind the house. The smoke drove the 
negroes from cover. The broke for 
safety.

The unexpectediy higher cables, which 
' followed our declines, caused a sharply 
higher opening. Prices ranged about \c 
above the previous day’s close for scme 
tine early in the day, but later shot 
upward with a startling velocity. The 
enorrious export demand was the gale 
feature and caused shorts to hurry tv 
cover and brought about a large general! 
demand. Sales abroad today were not 
only the largest of the yéar, but were 
the largest made in many years. Every- 
thing put on the market last night was 
eagerly snapped up by the foreigners, 
and reports from all sources stated Hb- 
eral workings for abroad. Detailed 
claims aggregated as high as 380 loads, 
but this probably includes duplications. 
New York claims 140 loads of winter 
wheat alcene, Winnipeg claims 2:20 loads 
of Manitoba, and Duluth claims 20 ioads 
There has also been a large milling and 
shipping trade here, in Chicago and 
in the Southwest, and the Northwest 
reported large sales of flour for export.
